' .| Classes has cost him the opposition of 


all those workingmen’s champions who

Mayor Hewitt’s pluck is undoubted, 
and he would be willing to run on the 
record he has made as a business 
mayor, it does seem strange that polit- 
ical organizations, dependent for exist- 
ence on Irishmen and workingmen, 
should venture to indorse his candi- 
dacy. It may be that the American 
idea“ is spreading. 

In this connection the political fate 
of the late Gov. John T. Hoffman of 
New York is well worth considering. 
Gov. Hoffman was the most popular 
Governor New York State ever had, 
and at one time was prominently men- 
tioned for the Presidency. Suddenly, 
on the expiration of his term in 1872, 
he disappeared from politics, and, 
though aman of wealth and marked 
ability, was never heard of again in 
connection with public office. 

The reason given in his obituaries 


| was that his connection with Tam- 


many Hall bad ruined his 
chances. This was not the case. 
Though Grand Sachem of Tam- 
many Hall during the Tweed régime, 
Gov. Hoffman’s integrity was never 
questioned, and no part of the villainy 
of that epoch was ever attributed to 
him. Otber men connected with Tam- 
many Hall lived through the storm and 
were honored with public trust and 
confidence who were no more clear of 
blame than Hoffman; but he never 
emerged from the obscurity into which 
all Tammany Democrats were driven 
by the tidal wave of 1872. 

The real reason of this was the riot 
against the Orangemen in New York 
city on July 12, 1871. Mayor Hall or- 
dered the Orangemen not to parade on 
that day, as the sound of the Boyne 
Water“ and the sight of the victorious 
banners would incite their Irish 
fellow-citizens to acts of vio- 


outrage—much on 


wear his red shirt through the paddock 
of the town bull. This order created 
intense indignation among the better 
class of citizens, and Gev. Hoffman 
promptly revoked it and ordered out 
the National Guard as an escort to the 
parade. „ 

The result is well known. The 
Orangemen were attacked, the soldiers 
fired, several lives were lost on both 
sides. Col. James Fisk at the head of 
his gallant Ninth suddenly disap- 
peared—for atime—but the parade was 
made and the law was vindicated. It 
was proven that the streets of New 
York were not to be closed at the dic- 
tation of a mob. But the Governor 
was made to pay the penalty of abid- 
ing by his oath of office and executing 
the laws. : 

He had been not only popular 
throughout the State, but was the 
especial pet of the Tammany Democ- 
racy. His ability and respectability 
made him valuable as a leader, and 
his popularity among the better ele- 
ments made him doubly the choice of 
the local leaders. But after the 12th 
of July they shattered their idol into 
very small fragments. 

Every hall and saloon had had his 
portrait. Now, some threw it away, 


others turned it upside down, others. 


hung it face to the wall, others trimmed 
it with crape. He was dropped from 
the list of Tammany sachems. Hoff- 
man clubs disbanded with denuncia- 
tions of the monstrous edict of a 
renegade executive in supporting the 
minions of an alien power by the bayo- 
netsof a so-called citizen soldiery.“ 
The Irish met in wigwams and saloons 
and denounced him with that liberal- 
ity of epithets which they now lavish 
on Balfour, and which six or eight 
years ago they heaped on Gladstone. 
From being their choice, Hoffman be- 
came the synonym of all that was hate- 
ful to the Irish of New York. 

The result was obvious. No caucus 
would nominate him for office again, 
and, if nominated, defeat would have 
been inevitable. So, abandoning poli- 
tics, Gov. Hoffman devoted himself 
his profession again, and led a Ife 
quiet elegance till he died while travel- 
ing in Germany. But for his con- 
scientious action in regard to that 
Orange parade, he might today be, if 
life were spared him, a conspicuous fig- 
ure in national politics. 

If Mayor Hewitt is renominated by 
any wing of the Democracy, or ruus in- 
dependently on his record, as he has 
threatened to do, it will be interesting 
to watch if the influences so potent fif- 
teen years ago stif retain their power.

United States supervisors of elections 
should be paid for only five days of 
service. Thesubject has again come 
to the front, by reason of instructions 
addressed by the Acting Attorney 
General to United States Supervisor 
Davenport of New York and Mr. 
Davenport’s reply thereto. The in- 
structions repeated the ruling as to 
payment for five days’ services only. 
The lawenacted by Congress declares 
that the supervisors shall be paid for 
each day of actual service, not exceed- 
ingten days. The Attorney General 
declares that they shall not be paid 
for more than five days. The five days 
allowed by the Attorney-General are 


all exbausted, in a State like New i 


York, in the duties of attending to 
registrationandelection. Besides this, 
the law imposes additional require- 
ments of an important character upon 
supervisors. The obvious purpose of 
the Attorney-General, who acts under 
general instructions from the Presi- 
dent, is to make ineffective the safe- 
guards which Congress has placed 
about the ballot-box and to facilitate 
the work of election conspirators. 
Commissioner Davenport’s reply con- 
tains the following trenchant remarks. 
He strikes right out from the shoulder:

Cheap Clothes. 


One of the favorite arguments of the 
free traders is that the tariff on wool 
isthe only thing that prevents this 
country from manufacturing and sup- 
plying the clothing of the world. The 
San Francisco Post has been investi- 
gating the clothing business, and in a 
recent number very effectually exposes 
the fallacy of such arguments. 

To begin with, it is a noticeable 
fact, that below the $10 grade of 
suits there is little difference between 
the American and the English suit. 
The $7.50 suit in New York will cost 30 
shillings in London. Above the $20 
suits the English price is about half 
the American. The free-traders 
say that this difference is the 
This 
is not so. A $80 suit of clothes made 
in San Franciseo—costing perhaps $30 
or less in London—uses up twelve 
pounds of raw uncleaned wool, the 
duty on which at ten cents a pound 
would be $1.20. This is certainly a 
very small portion of the difference of 
$30. But perhaps it is the duty on 
cloth? That would amount to 
$8.50 in the case of the $60 
suit—still a long way from $30, 
it will be observed. With free wool 
the $30 suit of London could be made 
in San Franciseo for $58.80. Where 
does the $28.50 come in? That is a 
question which can easily be answered. 
It is in the wages paid to labor. From 
the sheep-herder to the tailor much 
higher wages have to be paid than for 
similar work in England. With re- 
duced wages America can manufac- 
ture cloth and suits as cheaply as other 


countries. 


But where will working people then 
get the money to buy the suits. 


Tn Chinese who have been engaged 
in California fruit canneries are going 
largely into the business on their own 
account. If permitted, the Chinese 
can and will gradually oust white men 
from all the most profitable lines of 
business on the coast. This has been 
the history of their settlement at Sing- 
apore, Honolulu and other places. 
Competition with them is impossible 
on the part of men who have families 
to support and educate. The only 
practical course is, therefore, to exclude 
their further incoming, if we wish to 
preserve this beautiful land for our- 
selves and our children. There is 
nothing bigoted about this. It is sim- 
ply the carrying out of the first law of 
nature—self-preservation.

(D. C.), Aug. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] H vwse.—In the House 
Mr. Taulbée of Kentucky presented the 
conference report upon the bill for relief of 
the First National Bank of Portland, Or. 

Mr. McCreary of Kentucky, from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, reported for 
immediate consideration the Senate bill to 
peevent the coming of Chinese laborers 
into the United States. with an amendment 
repéaling the acts of May 6, 1882, and July 
5, 1884, the repeal to take effect on the rati- 
fication of tue pending treaty. Mr. Me- 


Oroeary stated that, owing to the fact that 


the Senate amended the treaty, it had to be 
returned to China for ratification by that 
Government, and that it would probably be 
the first of next year before the treaty. 
could be agreed upon The object of the 
bill was to carry oft the provisions of the 
treaty as soon as ratified by both countries. 

He briefly reviewed the provisions of pre- 
vious treaties between the United States 
and China and the laws founded thereon, 
in order to emphasize the necessity for the 
adoption of the new treaty and passage of 
the pending measure. The subject of Chi- 
nese immigration was important and de- 
served most careful consideration. The 
pending treaty was liberal and the Presi- 
dent and his able Secretary of State were 
entitled to great credit for having at last 
negotiated a treaty which was to prevent 
the hordes of Chinese from coming to this 
country. 

The demand for ratification of the treaty 


and passing of the bill came from the Pa- 


cific Coast in a manner which must be 
heeded, and he only regretted that action 
bad been taken which would delay giving 
effect to the treaty.

Is it 
net afact that this issue has been 
forced upon the country by politicians 
for the mere sake of an issue? Or, may 
We not suspect it to be a shrewd device 
to put out of sight the overshadowing 
issue of prohibition? Ido net mean to 
say that the tariff should not be re- 
adjusted, but 1 do mean to say that it 
should be readjus'ed vot only with the 
view to necessary revenue, but with 
the view to the adequate protection of 
all our industries—with the view to 
the protection of American labor in all 
directions. Then, if we should have a 
surplus in our treasury let it be wisely 
employed in building up our coast de- 
fenses. improving our rivers and ‘har- 
bors, and in building a navy which 
shall command the respect of the 
world.

The entire net revenue for the year 
1887 was $871,403.27 Of this sum

That there may be no mistake here, I

Taking this from the net revenue, less 
the whisky and beer tax, aud there re- 
mains oniy 816.786.809 as the surplus, 
against the 8103.471098. as now existing. 
In other words, take the tax off from 
beer and Whisky and our surplus 
revenue would be reduced from 5103, 

000 to about 816.000.000, a sum 
which could well be employed in build- 
ing postoflices, lighthouses, signal sta- 
tions, improving our rivers and har- 
bors, etc. And bence, I say, let the 
tax be removed from whisky and beer, 
let the tariff remain substantially as it 
is, and American labor will be substan- 
tially protected asit-isnow. As to the 


policy and reasons for removiug the 


tax on beer and whisky, I will speak 
in another connection. Having now 
conceded to the tariff question all the 
importance it requires, I now invite 
your attention to an issue more im- 


portant than any that was ever pre- 


sented in the piatform of any other 
than the Prohibition party since the 
foundation of this Government—the 
issue of the prohibition, utter and ab- 
solute, of the liquor traffic.
